TURKS HURRY PEACE, 
FEAR REVOLUTION

that early arrangements be made for 
negotiating a peace treaty, sent.by 
the Sublime Porte to the peace con- 
ference in Paris, are

The .suspicion with wh.ich the so-called "conscien- 


tious objectors" who declined to servo in the army were 
regarded,' and the indignation aroused by the gentle 
treatment accorded some of these gentry, are shown to 
be warranted in a report on the subject which has just 
been issued by the inspector general of the army. . 


He finds after investigation that a majority of tiie 


objectors were "undoubtedly slackers who were dis- 
loval and availed themselves of this pretext to escape 
\ 
service'." 


No nation cherishes freedom of conscience more 


'than the United States. 
That is why safeguards were 


put in the fundamental law to permit all to practice 
any form of religious worship they desired. 
That is 


why conscientious objectors to capital punishment are 
not required to serve on juries in cases where tho death 
penalty will follow a verdict of guilty. 


There probably are a few persons with such scru- 


ples against taking- life, 
even the 
lives 
o£ enemies 


threatening: the existence of theh- country, that they 
would submit to uny punishment to avoid it. The gov- 
ernment was considerate of such men and offered the 
chance for service, in non-combatant branches of the 
urtny. 
If they still refused to serve, or even to wear 


the uniform, they were given a further opportunity to 
prove that 
they were not slackers. 
Provision was 


mado for them to work on farms under government 
supervision. 
No man whose sincerity in opposing- the 


taking up of arms was above question was forced to 
light, or even to undergo punishment. 
We martyred 


nobody. 


However mistaken or dangerous we may consider 


their opinions, it is still possible to respect true con- 
scientious objectors. 
And the IJnited 'States govern- 


ment, In accordance with our traditions, did show re- 
spect for them. 
The persons who were put in prison 


tor refusing to fight falsified in calling themselves "con- 
scientious objectors." 
They were not entitled to the 


dignity of such a term. It was a misnomer. They were 
just plain slackers.

stock. In .trials at tho Wisconsin ex- 
poriment .station it was found that 
scorifying increased tho germination 
of one sample from 77 to D4 percent.

then planted in the open field In 
April. 
Of -the scarified, 4G percent 
produced plants as compared with, a 
25 percent g-e.rmino.tion of the tm- 
sacrifled.
